The former pre- 
mlpr has launched a terrific at- 
tack against the governor-general 
ond will continue it all through the 
campaign. 


Is Canada self-governed or is it 


governered from Downing Street, 
demands King, the intimation be- 
ing that the governor acted on a 
suggestion from the Imperial gov- 
ernment. It looks like an effective 
rallying cry for King and his Lib- 
eral followers 
for 
Canadians, 


while very loyal to 
the 
mother 


country, are extremely jealous of 
anything that looks like an at- 
.tempt to curb their right of self- 
government.

Imrf not been defeated In parlia- 
ment whea Byng was asked
